It lias not been manv 
years since this menace of the rat 
was discovered un an effort to learn 
the 
mystery 
of 
bubonic 
plague 
spreading, but now that it is known 
the reasonableness, the need, of a 
general war upon the rat i- evident. 
But there is another good reason for 
-ueh a war. 
The rat does damage 
to the amount of $180,(KIP,OOP an­ 
nually in this country. 
Every per­ 
son in the United States supports 
on»» rat and it costs him and her 
about $2 a vear each to do it. 
The 
rat population and human popula­ 
tion are estimated to be the same. 
A small fraction of the annual up­ 
keep of rodents would practically 
exterminate the entire rat popula­ 
tion.
